Mentz, June 10. The 6th Inftant Prince Lewis of 
Baden caus'd a triple Salvo ‘to be given by his Ar- 
tillery, for the glorious Victory gain’d in Brabant, 
and che Relief of Barcelona. The Enemy’s Army 
con inues encamp'd near Spire; but-is fo much 
werkned by the Detachments they bave fent to the 
Nernerlands, that there is no fear of the Marfhal 
de Vulars’s undertaking any Siege, or to pafs the 
Rhine. Deferters tell us, the Enemy have receiv’d 
fome Reinforcements out of Alface, but that tbofe 
Reinforcements confift only of armed Peafants and 
taw Militia The great Stores of War of all Sorts 
which the Enemy left laft Year in this Town,are em- 
berk'd, to be fent down to Holland.

Bruffels, June 15. Yefterday his Excellency Gene- 
tal Churchil, our Governour, caus’d a Proclamation 
to be affix'd at the ufual Places ; importing ‘ Tat 
* he judg’d it necefflary for the Service of bis Ca- 
* tholick Majefty Charles III, and to prevent many 
* Taconveniencies, to command all Frencb-wen, Mi- 
‘ licary, or others, nor Burghers, or Houfe-kcepers 
* inthis City, not to ftir out of their Dwellings on 
‘the faid 14th of this Inftant June 176 in che 
‘ Afternoon, on pain of Imprifonment; h«ving di- 
sected Paffes for their retiring fafely to be given to 
* all fuch as fhould defire the fame ; Declaring thar 
‘ if 24 Hours after that time, any French-men, not 
‘ Burghers, or Houfe-keepers, be found in this City, 
‘ they fhould be treated as Spies, and hang’d ; All 
‘ Inn-keepers, and other Inhabitants of this City, 
“are this Morning to deliver to his Excellency a 
« perfect Lift of allthe French, who lodge in their 
‘ Houfes, purfuant to an Ordinance of the Magi- 
“ ftrates of this City publith’d Yefterday ; All Spa- 
‘ niards, who are come hither from the Garrifon 
“of Antwerp, and will not acknowledge bis Ma- 


jefty Charles ILI for their Lawful Soveraign, 
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‘ can produce Paffes, from Brigadier Cadogan, will 
“be weated as the aforefaid French men , and the 
* Wives of all French Officers or Soldiers, excepr 
* fuch as by reafon of Sickneis are confin'd to their 
* Beds, are to retire from bence in 3 Days, on Pain

. By the Care of our Governour, we are in great 
Quiet here; and the good Orders he has iffued 
out, have clear'd the Roads of Brabant of RKob- 
bers. 

From the Anrwérp Courant, dated June 18. 
Ghent, June 16. On Monday Mornwg, at Day- 
break , 12000 Men with 18 Pieces of Cannon 
march'd along the Canal of Bruges towards Plaifen- 
dael ; towards which General Fagel advanc’d like- 
wife with 6 or 7ooo Men from about Damme. 
Yhele Forces joyn'd between Bruges and Platfendael 
abour Noon; and in the Evening they attack’d ihe 
Fore of Plaffendael, and took it Sword in Hand ; in 
athe firt Fury fome of the French were put to.the 
Sword, but by Order of the Generals the reft were 
foard. Yefterday Morning Gencral Fagel made 
himfelf Maiter of the Bridge of Santvoorde, where 
are Sluyces that ferve to let the Sea iaco the flac 
Countty on Occalive. A Squadron of Englih Men 
of War lyes before Oftend ; and fome French Gal- 
leys that came from Dunkirk to put Succours into 
the Place, were chas’d by fome Ships of thar Squa- 
dron, and narrowly efcap'd back to Duokirk, with- 
out kaving been able to put any thing into Oftend. 
Yefterday Morning 36 Veifels laden with Artillery 
and Ammunition, arriv’d bere from Sas van Ghent, 
and are to be: fent forward from hence to be em- 
ploy’d againft 
" Louvain, Jane 16. The Troops of the Allies that 
are expected from Germany, are to form a Cam 
near Gemblours ; where they will be reinfore’d by 
Detachments of the Garrifons of Limborg, Liege, 
Maeftricht and other Places, and by 10 or 12 Bar- 
tallions detach’d from the grand Army. ’Tis talk’d 
Charleroy will be attack’d, and that afterwards Na- 
mur will be block’d up. 


Hague, June 18. Monfieur d’ Auverquerque, who 
commands the Siege of Oftend, has under him 3 
Lieutenants General of Foor, viz. Fagel, Oxenftiern, 
and Sparr ; 4 Major Generals, Murray, Collier, 
Soutland, and Welderen, and 6 Brigadiers ; with- 
out reckoning the Generei Officers of Horfe, among 
which are the Earls of Albemarle and Athlone. 
The Scates have order’d Baron Fagel, either ro roll 
with the other Lieurenants General, (which he 
{crupled doing becaule he had born.a higher Com- 
miffion in Porcugal,) or to recurn to his Government 
of Sluys; and ’tis believ’d be will rather choefe to 
do the former. ’Tis prefum’d Oitend will not hold 
out above 3 Weeks. This Morning an Exprefs 
brought the News of the taking of Fort Plaffen- 
dael by Affault, after .firing 2 Cannon-fhot: About 
330 Soldiers with a Lieucendnt Collonel and fome 
other Officers, had Quarter given them and were 
made Prifoners ; about 25 French Soldiers made 
their Efcape. Sir Fairborne arriving with 
his Squadron before Oltend, immediately difpatch’d 
Caprain Sranhop to Siuys with a Pacquet for the 
Duke of Marlborough : Some Durch Ships are to 
joyn Sir Stafford. The Duke of Marlborough has 
defir'd che Srates to fend fome of their Troops, par- 
ticularly Dragoons, with the Fleet, to be employ'd 
in the intended EJdpedition under the Earl of Rivers. 
Cavalier’s Regimens is to be one of thofe the Scares 
defign to furnith.
